Gasoline Is Produced from Plants 


to Be Grown on "Oil Farm" 
Following his announcement that he 


has successfully produced gasoline for 
automobiles from various kinds of plants, 
a French scientist has proposed that a 
tract of 500,000 acres of land in western 
Africa be devoted to the cultivation of 
this vegetation for the production of 90,- 
000,000 gallons of petroleum annually. 
His process is based on the fact that, arti- 
ficial petroleum can be manufactured 
from certain so-called "ether salts," and 
these are found in a broom plant and in 
other fibrous and textile 
vegetation. 


Gasoline is next obtained in the ordinary 
manner, which, the professor asserts, is 
"exactly like that produced in Pennsyl- 
vania and equally good for use in mo- 
tors." Utilization of the fibrous by-prod- 
ucts of the vegetation on the proposed 
"oil farm" in the silk industry and in 
paper mills, is feasible, he claims, and 
will afford an additional source of rev- 
enue.

During -the past two years belief in 


he desirability of simplifying the pres- 
ent calendar, has progressed to a point 
where efforts are being made to bring 
ibout an international congress to con- 
sider the best way to do this. 


Professor C. F. Marvin, chief of the 


weather bureau of the United States 
department of agriculture, is greatly 
interested in this movement and advo- 
cates that form of simplification which 
would rosult in a year based on our 
present 7-day week as a unit. The year 
would consist of 13 months of 28 days 
or exactly 4 weeks each, and an extra 
day. The suggestion favored by Dr. 
Marvin is that the 365th or extra day 
be given a special name, such as "New 
Year's Eve," or other equivalent desig- 
nation, made a world-wide holiday and 
placed between December 28 and Janu- 
ary 1. 


The extra month, for which a new 


name must be invented, would be least 
likely to upset our present calculating 
if introduced in midsummer, between 
June and July. "Leap year day," by 
whatever name it may be known, would 
be acceptable as a midsummer holiday 
every four years. A slight change in 
the system of establishing century leap 
years is also recommended.

"United States of America"

This nation is the "United States of America," but nearly 


everyone says and writes merely the "United States." This 
is just as if instead of saying "The City of Los Angeles" the 
residents of this municipality should be content to call it "The 
City." There are innumerable places on the map to which 
"The City" might apply, and there are several other countries 
which are equally entitled witli our own to the name "United 
States," notably the United States of Mexico, the United States 
of Colombia, and -the United States of Brazil. And if the dis- 
tinctive part of these other names is used in common parlance, 
as '^Mexico," "Colombia," "Brazil," then in logic the distinc- 
tive part of our own name, "America," shoiild be used instead 
of the descriptive part, "United States." 


At any rate there is a dignity in the whole name, "United 


States of America," and there can be detected in the American 
press a growing tendency to use the name "America" instead 
of United States." It is probable that in time this will be the 
common practice. This would doubtless have obtained long ago 
but for the fear of confusion with the continents that bear the 
name. But there is no continent of America. There is a conti- 
nent, of North America, there is a«ontment of South America, 
there is a region known as Central America, and there is a prac- 
tice abroad of including all these parts of the earth in the one 
name, "America." 
But with the growing prominence of the 


United States in world affairs our country is sure to come more 
and more to stand for all the Americas in the eyes of Europe, 
so that there will be no incongruity in designating it by the 
distinctive part of its name, "America."—Holly Leaves.
